“The county work of the state is 
growing so fast that the greatest need 
thaj, we have found in welfare work 
has been for -trained southern work­ 
ers.” Miss Handley said here today. 
“At the present time the 
nearest 
training that can be secured In the 
south is at the University of North 
Carolina, the Richmond or the Louis­ 
ville school of social work. Because 
we did not want to rob other organi­ 
zations of their workers, it was neces­ 
sary this summer fof. the child welfare 
department to go out of the state to 
find workers adequately trained for 
the positions that have opened up. 
The addition of the social service 
course at Montevallo 
came 
after 
school authorities had recognized the 
need for trained workers. Dr. T. W. 
Palmer, president of the college: Dean 
0. C. Carmichael and Miss Myrtle 
Brooks, head of the department of 
Sociology, together with Judge L. B. 
Riddle, Judge of Probate of Shelby 
County; R. L. Holcomb, president of 
the 1>qard of revenue of the county, 
and Miss Handley, Director of the 
state department, held a meeting and 
worked out' a plan fpr this county 
which is rather unique at a meeting of 
the board of revenue, the county board 
of education and college authorities, 
these three groups agreed jointly to 
bear the expenses of a worker who 
will fill the dual position 6f county 
welfare worker and teacher of super­ 
vised ease work at the college. 
The college already provided excel­ 
lent courses in sociology, psychology, 
community organization, recreation 
record-keeping and related subjects, 
and the only necessary chair to be 
added at the present is that of super­ 
vised case work, using the county as

The public welfare de­ 
partment at the University of North 
Carolina, which is held to be one of 
the most useful divisions of the Insti­ 
tution, is held up as an example

what may be done along these lines. 
The North Carolina college is 
now 
turning out splendidly trained work­ 
ers every year, it is said. 


“Of necessity,” added Dr. Palmer, 
‘‘we must go slowly at first just as we 
have had to do with oar home demon­ 
stration course and our music and 
commercial departments. At first we 
could not demand entrance require­ 
ments as high as the ones demanded 
now, but certainly wc must keep our 
standards high in this work from the 
very beginning.” 
The inauguration of this 
course 
makes Shelby* one of the first coun­ 
ties in the state to organize accord­ 
ing to the enabling act passed by the 
legislature in 1923, where the work­ 
er employed jointly by the county 
board of revenue and the 
county 
board of cdfnmissioners will serve as 
probation and school attendance offi­ 
cer, and in Shelby county, where the 
assistance of workers at the college 
is obtainable, to do the general work 
in connection with her classes.
